The past has been a year of prosperity and success. Your 
roads have been kept in as good condition as in years past. 
Very small damages have been paid in consequence of defec- 
tive highways. There has been a suit brought against the town 
by Freeman Hill, for damages for throwing up the old road 
running through a part of the Aaron Gage farm, which has 
been referred to the commissioners. | 

The Turkey Hill Bridge must be shingled the coming sea- 
son. The Souhegan Bede appears to be safe for the present, 
btit you must be prepared to replace it with a new one soon. 
Persons receiving aid from the town are but eight in number, 
although there are many more receiving aid from the county. 

Your taxes are nearly all collected, and your town is $128.00 
above board, with five thousand of bridge plank on hand, and 
your Selectmen have thought it prudent to keep a fund in the 
bank for the convenience of your Treasurer. 

The Tomb which you instructed us to build if we thought 
best, we have delayed in consequence of failure to obtain stone 
satisfactorily, although it could have been built 8 feet by 14 feet 
for the amount appropriated, and a smaller one would have cost 
nearly as much. (We thought we had better pay our town 
debt this year), and we therefore turn it over to the Board of 
next year to deal with, in the belief that they could act under 
authority of your vote of last annual meeting.

Your Town Hall, by a vote of the town, has been let without 
profit to our citizens, (except when it was used for the purpose 
of making money), and people from out of town hiring it, pay 
a profit to the town, and all public meetings are chargeable to 
the town. 

Your Selectmen appointed a janitor who receives all money 
for its use, and pays out all necessary money for its supplies.

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REMARKS. 


In presenting their annual report your Committee take pleas-_ 
ure in not having to record any disturbance in any of the 
schools in town during the year. 

If we should attempt to distinguish which among them had 
been the most quiet and orderly, and which had made the Lest 
improvement, it would be difficult to make the selection. We 
believe this year has been one of more than common success. 
There has been a more punctual attendance than we have gen- 
erally been able to report, and the teachers are all deserving of 
much praise for the care and interest they have manifested for 
those placed under their instructions. 

And we tender our thanks to the Prudential Committees for 
their efforts and good judgment in the selection of their 
teachers, and much of the good resulting may be Sa to 
their credit. 

Although this is the closin: g year of our nation’s first century, 
we have passed some way into the second century of our town. 

In traving the gradual and steady developement of our 
schools since the first money was raised for their support, we find 
food for many pleasing reflections. d

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It was proposed in 1777 to district the town, but we find no 
record of district lines for many years after. During the Rev- 
olution little attention was given to schools, and for several 
years no money was raised for school purposes. 


Do we realize the hardships and privations of those days, as 
compared with the advantages of the present year, when a 
school-house may be seen from many a window? Wo we prize 
our privileges as our forefathers appreciated theirs when they 
were willing to travel some four or five miles to school ? 

Considering our present advantages over the past, our scholars 
may well take courage, and press forward to higher and nobler 
attainments in the arts and sciences. | 


We regret that other duties prevented holding our annual 
exhibition in the month of June, as was designed. In the fall 
and winter we found but a portion of the schools in session, at any 
one time, and therefore thought best to defer the meeting till 
some more promising season, and would now suggest the third, 
Wednesday of June next as a suitable time for said purpose.
